 (n) "Objective risk and needs assessment" means an evaluation  10 
 
of an offender's criminal history; the offender's noncriminal  11 
 
history; and any other factors relevant to the risk the offender  12 
 
would present to the public safety, including, but not limited to,  13 
 
having demonstrated a pattern of violent behavior, and a criminal  14 
 
record that indicates a pattern of violent offenses. 15 
 
 (o) "OCC" means the office of community corrections. 16 
 
 (p) "Offender eligibility criteria" means particular criminal  17 
 
violations, state felony sentencing guidelines descriptors, and  18 
 
offender characteristics developed by advisory boards and approved  19 
 
by local units of government that identify the offenders suitable  20 
 
for community corrections programs funded through the office of  21 
 
community corrections. 22 
 
 (q) "Offender success" means that an offender has, with the  23 
 
support of the community, intervention of the field agent, and  24 
 
benefit of any participation in programs and treatment, made an  25 
 
adjustment while at liberty in the community such that he or she  26 
 
has not been sentenced to or returned to prison for the conviction  27 
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of a new crime or the revocation of probation or parole.  1 
 
 (r) "Offender target populations" means felons or  2 
 
misdemeanants who would likely be sentenced to imprisonment in a  3 
 
state correctional facility or jail, who would not likely increase  4 
 
the risk to the public safety based on an objective risk and needs  5 
 
assessment that indicates that the offender can be safely treated  6 
 
and supervised in the community.

sentencing patterns. 13 
 
 (ii) A currently incarcerated felon or misdemeanant who is  14 
 
granted early release from incarceration to a community corrections  15 
 
program or who is granted early release from incarceration as a  16 
 
result of a community corrections program. 17 
 
 (t) "Programmatic success" means that the department program  18 
 
or initiative has ensured that the offender has accomplished all of  19

 (i) Obtained employment, has enrolled or participated in a  21 
 
program of education or job training, or has investigated all bona  22 
 
fide employment opportunities. 23 
 
 (ii) Obtained housing. 24 
 
 (iii) Obtained a state identification card. 25

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 (v) "RSAT" means residential substance abuse treatment. 1 
 
 (w) "Serious emotional disturbance" means that term as defined  2 
 
in section 100d(2) of the mental health code, 1974 PA 258, MCL  3 
 
330.1100d. 4 
 
 (x) "Serious mental illness" means that term as defined in  5 
 
section 100d(3) of the mental health code, 1974 PA 258, MCL  6 
 
330.1100d. 7 
 
 (y) "SSA" means the United States Social Security  8 
 
Administration. 9 
 
 (z) "SSA-SSI" means SSA supplemental security income. 10 
 
 Sec. 204. The department shall use the internet to fulfill the  11 
 
reporting requirements of this part. This requirement may include  12 
 
transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients  13 
 
identified for each reporting requirement or it may include  14 
 
placement of reports on an internet or intranet site. 15 
 
 Sec. 205. Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for  16 
 
the purchase of foreign goods or services, or both, if  17 
 
competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or  18 
 
services, or both, are available. Preference shall be given to  19 
 
goods or services, or both, manufactured or provided by Michigan  20 
 
businesses, if they are competitively priced and of comparable  21 
 
quality. In addition, preference shall be given to goods or  22 
 
services, or both, that are manufactured or provided by Michigan  23 
 
businesses owned and operated by veterans, if they are  24 
 
competitively priced and of comparable quality. 25 
 
 Sec. 206. The department shall not take disciplinary action  26 
 
against an employee or a prisoner for communicating with a member  27

 Sec. 207. The department shall prepare a report on out-of- 2 
 
state travel expenses not later than January 1 of each year. The  3 
 
travel report shall be a listing of all travel by classified and  4 
 
unclassified employees outside this state in the immediately  5 
 
preceding fiscal year that was funded in whole or in part with  6 
 
funds appropriated in the department's budget.
